yes, and Army 
officers, too 
but all too often 
th eir rew ard is ingratitude and in­ 
vestigation " 
Public servant* today must run 
t hr* risk of “ being branded as sub­ 
versives, undesirables and security 
risks,” Stevenson said. 
In a question and answ er period 
after his speech, th e form er Illi­ 
nois governor advised a stud ent to 
go into th** U. S Foreign Service 
even though "it is unsatisfactory 
at the p resen t tim e” because free­

Alertness for 
Sneak A-Devkes 


W A SH IN GTO N (TP* — The FBI 
has urged police officers th ro u g h ­ 
o ut the nation to be on the alert 
ta r attem pts by enemy saboteurs 
to sneak m idget atomic w eapons 
into the country, it was learned to 
day. 
The F B I itself declined to com ­ 
m ent on the letter 
But inform ed 
sources said it was not prom pted 
by any new fear that potential e n ­ 
emy agents w ere believed to bo 
about to try to smuggle atom ic 
bombs o r oth er weapons into the 
country for sabotage purposes 
Inform ed sources said any atom- 
ic device sm uggled into this coon 
try would probably be small enough 
to be carried on the person 
. . Be especially alert," the 
w arning said, “ regarding any ar 
ti d e that is extrem ely heavy for 
its size.” 
The alert said that any atomic 
device m ust contain 
uranium or 
plutonium , both of which weigh 
about one and a half times as much 
as lead. 
Both of the metal* can he coated 
with plastics or other metals to 
disguise th eir appearance and can 
be m achined into any shape 
A ction Follow s President's Message 
O ther necessary parts for any 
atomic device, the alert said. were 
e ith er a gun barrel type device or 
a high explosive. 
Inform ed sources said the alert, 
sent out on Jan I, was in line with 
the F B I’s practice of periodically 
alerting police agencies to the dan 
gers of enem y agent activities in 
sm uggling m aterials into the coun­ 
try. 
However, these sources said the 
alert was sounded in letters to po 
lice adm inistrato rs in virtually all 
parts of the country and not just 
to those in key ports w here sm ug 
gling attem pts might be antiCipat 
ed. 
They said the letter probably 
went out on the recom m endation 
of the N ational Security Connell 
which has overall supervision of the 
defense of the nation. 
It was also learned that the ac 
lion followed up President E isen­ 
how er’s 
special 
message of 
last 
Dec. 15 urging all public and pair; 
otic 
organizations 
to 
watch 
tor 
atomic sm uggling and to report all 
evidence to the FBI.
